The Norhtfield Missionary con-

The Northfield Miseionary con- 
ference has been a potent force 
in the lives of thousands of wo- 
men and girls for many years— 
a training ground, and a place of 
inspiration, from which mission- 
ary and church leaders have gone 
year after year with new or re- 
newed vision, challenged to serve 
and equipped with practical plans 
to grapple with problems of the 
work-a-day world.

Honor Tablet Unveiled 
To Memory W. R. Moody 


Mount Hermon School 


Last Sunday in West hall at 
Mount Hermon school as part of 
the program of the 60th anniver- 
sary, a memorial tablet in bronze 
was unveiled to the memory of 
William R. Moody, son of the 
founder of the school, who served 
his time as president of the Nurth- 
field schools, its guiding hand for 
many years. 

Sidney Fleet, ’87, the only sur- 
viving member of the class of 
1887, the first to be graduated 
from the school, made the pres- 
entation speech in behalf of the 
alumni association, which provid- 
ed the tablet. William Moody 
Packard, a grandson of William 
R. Moody, and a great-grandson 
of the founder, Dwight L. Moody, 
unveiled the tablet. 

The bronze plaque contains 
these words: “William Revell 
Moody, 1869-1938, inspired lead- 
er, devoted vervant of the North- 
field schools. He took the work his 
father laid down and added lustre 
to an illustrious name. Nomen 
Illud Esto Perpetuum. This tablet 
is placed here by ‘the Mount Her- 
mon Alumni association.” 

It is placed on the west wall of 
the dining room in the center of 
the building. The hymn, ‘When 
the Roll is Called Up Yonder I'll 
Be There;”” way ¢ung at the close 
of the ceremony, this being re- 
quested by the widow of Mr. 
Moody. 

There was a large audience 
present to witness the unveiling, 
including the entire membership 
attending the anniversary of the 
school, many friends and _ local

EDITORIAL 


LIFE INSURANCE 


There has been some specula- 
tion as to just how safe life in- 
surance is in such disordered, un- 
predictable times as the present. 

That question can’t be answered 
precisely. But this much seems 
sure: Life insurance is as safe 
as any other form of investment. 

The reason for that is that back 
of all life insurance policies are 
the productive resources of this 
country. Life insurance assets are 
invested in our greatest and most 
vital industries, in real estate, in 
farms, in the obligations of gov- 
ernment. 

Those assets, in short, are 
backed up by the principal eco- 
nomic assets of the nation. There 
is no greater attainable degree of 
safety. 


THE COURT 


Time has given Mr. Roosevelt 
what Congress refused to give 
him when he proposed his Su- 
preme Court enlargement mea- 
sure—the right to staff the court 
with Justices whose social and 
economic ideals parallel his. 

He has now appointed seven 
Justices, a record equalled only 
by Wa:hington, who of course ap- 
pointed the entire first ccurt, but 
it only numbered five Justices 
then. Mr. Justice Stone, a Cool- 
idge appointee, who has been ele- 
vated to Chief Justiceship, has 
voted favorably on most New 
Deal legislation. Mr. Justice Rob- 
erts, a Hoover appointee, has a 
middle of the road record—he has 
voted for some New Deal laws, 
against others. 

This court will exert a zreat 
influence on the country for gen- 
erations to come.* Most of the 
members are young men. A long 
and important list of new prece- 
dents may be expected. 


The Backs Ward Gardener 
By G, O. Oleson 


Well, folks, prospects are that 
we'll have a big peach crop, and 
of course that’s good news for 
the boys and girls. Come to think 
of it I have one peach on one of 
my two trees. Now don’t laugh. 
They're only three or four years 
old. I had 30 or 40 set, but Moth- 
er Nature decided they needed 
thinning. Next year I’ll ask moth- 
er to let me do the thinning. 

But speaking of thinning, that’s 
a mighty good garden practice 
which back yard gardeners like 
you and me fail to carry out. We 
seem to think the more corn plants 
to the square foot or the more 
bean plants or the more grapes 
or what have you the better off 
we are. 

What we try to do-is to raise 
as many individual units as we 
possibly can to a small area, but 
actually a bushel of good sized 
carrots weighs the same as a bush- 
el of small carrots, and weight is 
what counts most. So why not do 
s little thinning and have some 
good looking garden products to 
show to our friends. 

Carrots and beets and such 

crops should be thinned to three 
or four inches at least. A bean 
bush should have at least eight 
or ten inches of space; a corn 
stalk ight to ten inches. Of 
course if the corm is planted in 
‘hills the individual stalks aren’t 
that far apart, but they should 
have that much ground space on 
which to draw for food. 

These are all my own figures. 
J think some of the experts would 
pat them even higher. Yes, I 
know, it makew my heart strings 
twaitg to pall out what hook to be 

promising beets and carrota or

Just to prove my point, here's 
an interesting item I saw about 
peaches. If the peaches in a 50- 
pound bushel average 1% to 1% 
inches, you'll have 960 peaches; if 
they are 2% to 2% inches, you'll 
have 195 peaches; and if they're 
3 to 3% inches, you’ll have only 
90 peaches. But whether you have 
960 or 90, you atill have 60 
puunds of peaches. Of course some 
of you are going to argue and 
say that the kids would be better 
satisfied with the 960 than they 
would be with the 90, but they 
wouldn’t look at it from the total 
weight angle. But you and I are 
interested in that. 

And the same of course holds 
for everything the back yard 
gardeners try to produce. On our 
rose bushes, if we’d clip off some 
of the side buds, we’d get fewer 
and better blooms. The same goes 
for peonies and many other flow- 
ers. And shrubs and vegetables 
produced in the home ground 
would give much more satisfaction 
if we'd just be hard-hearted, as 
the saying is, and raise only a 
few perfect products instead of 
many mediocre or poor ones. 

And before I forget it, I’m go- 
ing right out into the garden and 
cut off some of the grape clusters 
that are just about half filled and 
let the others have the food that 
is coming up through the stems.
